The 
Chicago roads exempted from the boycott are 
the Northwestern, Iliinois Central and Mil- 
waukee and St Pani. Ali of the roads leading 
to Kansas City are barred, sothat a traveler 
from the east cannot buy a through ticket to 
that point. As the Lake Shore joined the boy- 
cott today, the Baltimore and Ohio and Grand 
Trunk are now the only seaboard lines which 
are not turning western ticketsto the wall.

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SHADE SCARBROUGH MEETS HIS 
DOOM. 


The Father of the Murdered Man Permitted to bs 
Present and Witness the Execution—The Crim- 
inal Does Not Flinch end Putsonsa Bold 
Front —- The Criminal Becord. 


MontTGcomeny, Ala. April 8.—[{Special.]— 
Shade Scarbrough, who murdered Madison 
Cwear, both negroes, last July, was hanged at 
(laston, Barbour county, Ala., at twenty min- 
utes to 3 o'clock this afternoon. Theexccution 
tock plece in the county jail in the presence of 
about fifieen persons. The condemned man 
spoke very briefly to the crowd from a jail 
wincow. Heeaid he was ready to die. Prayer 
was offered by a negro minister. The prisoner 
shock bands with the sheriff and others pres- 
ext and met his death without flinching, 

Madison Ceessr, father of the murdered man, 
was present and was permitted to witness the 
execution. The crowd was very orderly. 
Scarbrough was dead in thirteen minutes after 
the drop, and his body was cut down and tura- 
cd over to his friends and family. 

Shede Scarbrough murdered Madison 
Cesar, also colored, near Star Hill, in Barbour 
county, on the night of the 6th of July, 1888. 
His associates were John Wiliams, Dennis 
Williams, Tiden Scarbrough. Jim Williams 
avd William Williams., all colored. 

In the afternoon before the kiling at night, 
the negroes, who Were working oa tho Parrish 
piautation, quit work on account of rain, and 
collected at the ginhouse. 

Vbile there the Williams boys and other 
negroes were fussing among themselves, and 

fudison Cesar, who was an old man, advised 
them to cease quarreling and go on home, It 
seems that John Williams was the most promi- 
nent figure in the row, aud after leaving the 
ginhouse he fired his gun in the air. 

That night the Williams boys and Shade 
and Tiden Scarbrough all went to Star Hill, 
& cross roads grocery about threo miles distant, 
where they bought whisky and started back 
to the plantation. John Williams was heard 
to say that Madison Ciesar had gone as far 
with him as he could. The evidence also 
showed that Shade Scarbrough and John 
Williams both armed themselves before they 
left home. 

On their return from the grocery they 
stopped at Civsar’s house. Ho was aslesp; 
they called him and he got up and made a fire 
and dressed. Shade Scarbrough went in 
the house and had some words wish Ciejar, 


who left home and went toa neighbor's house” 


after his gun. Returning, he entered the 
house, gun in hand, The Williams boys and 
Tilden Scarbrough caught him and tried to 
takethe gun away from him. While they 
were gcuilling Shade Scarbrough ran in and 
fired at Cesar with a pistol. The bullet took 
effect inthe side of his head, paszed through 
the brain and caused instant death. The Wil- 
lisms boys and the Scarbrough brothers then 
left the honse and went home. They were ail 
young men. Madison Cw3zar was a man of 
femily and was killed in his own house in the 
presence of his wile. 

The murderers were arrested in the morning 
after the killing and taken to jail at Clayton. 
They were tried on the 6th of December, 1556, 
at the fall term of the circuit court of Byrtow 
county, Judge J. M. Carmichael presiding. 
The jury returned @ verdict acd found Siade 
Se-rbrevgh guilty of murder in tre first de- 
gree aud fixed the penalty of death by hang- 
ing. Jobnand Denuis Williams were found 
guilty of murder ia the second de- 
greeand sentenced tothe penitentiary for a 
term of forty years. Jim and William 
Williams and Tiden Scarborough were fouud 
guilty of murder inthe second degree aad sou- 
tenced to the penitentiary fur twenty years, 

‘ihe attorneys representing Shade Scar- 
brough appealed the case to the supreme cont 
where the decision of the lower court was af- 
frmed. An effort wasthen made to get tie 
ecvernor to commute the sentence to impri- 
onment for a term or for life. Govyersor Suiy 
cave the matter carefol and deliberate consid- 
eration, and decided that there was no ground 
for executive clemency and interfereuce; and 
so he let the law take its course, 

He telegraphed his decisiun to the authorities 
at Clayton Thursday afternoon. 

Ix his cwn statement Shade Scarbrough did 
not deny the killing, but said he was so drank 
at the time that he knew nothing of what he 
did: that he and Cwsar had been good friends, 
and he had no cavuseto kill him. The preva- 
lent opinion, however, wags that the murder 
was planned and deliberate. 


DRIVEN TO SUICIDE’ 


Ly Liquor Purchased from a Member of the 
Legislature. 

OpeLika. Ala, April 8.—[Special.]—Alvey 
Fulleton, aman of about thirty years of age, 
who lived afew miles south of the city, sui- 
cided early yesterday morning by hanging 
bimeelfin his barn with a plowlire. Joel 
Allen, a member of the legislature from this 
county, Efigures most unfortunately in the 
ailair, yet his connection with it elicits no 
sympathy whatever. Monday morning Fulle. 
ton taking his gun and dog, told his wife he 
was going through the field to kill a few 
birds. Instead, be repaird to the country 
barroom of the Hon. Jeel Allen, and at the 
time, in the precinct, an election on prohibi- 
tion wasbeing held. He had no money with 
him, but was treated several times by Allen. 
Fired by the whisky he pawned his gun for a 
eallon of whisky such as is generally kept at 
a eress-roads bar, and went home to his wife 
and children beastly drunk. Yesterday morn- 
ing he slipped from his bed and went to his 
barn. where, by means of a rops attached toa 
joist, he swung himself down. His wife ,wak- 
ing, missed him from the bed, aud went to the 
barn. where, with a burning lamp above her 
hesd, she bekeld the swinging and lifgless 
body. She swooned, and reports 
give it that she may 
never recover from the shock. Allen was 
elected last August on the independent ticket, 
and apart from his great illiteracy, which 
utterly disqualified him to represent the people, 
be bas carried on the lowest kind of a dive 
about eight wiles from thecity. The people of 
the vicinity are strong ia their denunciations 
of Allen for having sold Fullerton the whisky. 
He knew bis unfortunate temperament and 
bad not infrequently been requested by Mra. 
Fullerten to sell no whisky to her husband. 
The effair is deeply regretted by the commu- 
nity, but the people are determined to either 
oust old man Allen from his destructive buai- 
nese, or run him from the community. The 
Times of tomorrow will contain a very stinging 
account of the affair.

: Chicago Carpenters Still Standing off from 
Work, 

park carpenters held last night, it wasdecided, 
by & smail msjority vote, to go back to work 
today under the terms of the contract mide 
for the year, aboutone monthsince. The oon- 
tract fixed the rate of wages at 31] cents per 
hour. The union is about 250 strong, Tae 
members struck in sympathy with the Chicago 
men yesterday. 

The hall of striking earpenters on 58th ave- 
nue bes been crowded all day with strikers. A 
number of contractors visited the hall during 
the day and sought to engage men to help 
them out on important work. Their appeals 
were invariably denied. The strikers deciare 
that they wili remain out until their union has 
been recognized. The carpenters claim that 
two hundred and sixty bosses have exprassed a 

‘willingness to give in and that only about ons 
hundred and fifty are opposed to the conces- 
sion. Tne carpenters claim that the atrike 
will soon and, and it is thought that the meét- 
ing of the master carpenters, to be held at the 
building exchange temorrow, may settle the 
matter, 
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Fights between the strikers and imported 
carpenters occurrei in many parts of the 
city teday. The strikers, in almost every case, 
maneged to elude the police. Non-union mon 
were compelled to quit work in a number of 
instances, especially in the outskirts of the 
city, Nine strikers were arrested at the cor- 
ner of Jackson and Clinton streets, where they 
attempted toinduce men to quit work. No 
violence had oceurred, and the prisoners claim 
their arrest was wholly unwarranted. 

Shots were exchanged between policemen 
ard strikers near Humboldt park. 

‘Seabs were found at work by one of our 
‘ committees,” said President Kliver, of the 
Carpenters’ council. “They ‘were requested 
to quit. Suddenly a patrol wagon loaded with 
po.icemen came, and firing bezan on both sides. 
Shots were fired in the air, and nobody was 
arrested.”

Pravo, Utah, Aprils.—Atthe general con- 
ference of the Mormon church today an epistle 
was real from Presidents Taylor, Cannon and 
Smith, who comprise the first presidency of 
the church. It congratulates the people upon 
the peace aud prosperity attending them and 
upon the increased growth of Mormonism, 
notwithstanding the efforts of its enemies to 
the contrary, and jexherts the people to be 
vigorous observers of their duties and to stand 
true to the principles espoused from the or- 
ganization of the church. The epistle goes on 
to say that various agencies have been em- 
ployed to effect the overthrowof the church; 
that Qilsehood and violence having been tried 
in vain, 8 new crusade has been inaugurated 
in the form of legislative tyranny carried on 
by cunning adventuzsers and rebkless fanatics, 

Referring to the Edmunds law of 1882, it 
says the ground taken by its promoters was 
thata violation of the squndest political prin- 
cipals, even of the constitutign itself, would be 
both praiseworthy and justiff¥ble, if necessary, 
in order to take political rule in Utah from 
the Mormon majority and give it to the anti- 
Mormon minority, and having co acted in the 
past it is not unexpected when other and 
more outrageous attempts are made to accom- 
plish thear purpose. Their success in securing 
the passage of the original Edmunds law em- 
boldened them to make most extraordinary 
demands for further legislation.

York Village Flooded for the 
Fourth Time This Year. 

MipprLetown, N. Y., April 8.—The village 
of Cochocton, Sallivan county, is again flooded, 
for the fourth time this year. The warm 
weather and rain Monday night made high 
yaterin the Delaware river.

From the Habersham County Presentments. 


After a very careful examination of our jail, 
and after having received a}] the information 
from other sources possible, we are forced to 
make some recommendation which to ws are 
painful. We tind the jail has been very im- 
properly kept and grossly neglected; we fiad 
that the prisoners confined there are treated ia 
a sbameful and inhuman manner. We find 
that no spittoons are provided; that no buckets, 
or other vessels, are provided with which to 
carry aWay the excrement and filth as it ac- 
cumulates; we find that the prisoners have been 
exposed to, and live in, a fearfully unhealthy 
aimostphere, and that their health is impaired, 
or likely to be, impaired permanently by this 
disyraceful state of aflairs. We find that the 
prisoners bave had constant intercourse with 
the outside werld in such away as to be 
furnished with teols and weapons. We believe 
the recent escapes from the jail are due to gross 
carelessness aud negligence on the part of the 
jailer. We are informed that the sherit! is now 
allowed sixty cents a day beard for each pris- 
oner, We a'so learn thet the jailer receives of 
this amount forty cents, and twenty cents 
goestotbe sherith. Thisstate of things weare 
unable to undersiand. We believe that forty 
cents & day is enough to aliow the jailer as 
board for each prisoner, we see no reason why 
the sheriff should receive twenty conts a day 
when he does not give it his personalattention. 
We find that the pumps and sewers about the 
jail are not used as contemplated by the build- 
ers: that some of the pincs and fixtures have 
been carried away by some one, and aro not to 
be found. Werecommend that the ordinary 
give this matter hig personal attention, and seo 
to if at once.

The time most favorabie for ostrich hunting 
is when there is the greatest heat. The higher 
the temperature the less is the ostrich abie to 
defend iteelf. The Arab says that when aman 
stands upright, and his shadow is only the 
length of his foot, that is theoxact time to huat. 
Each horseman is accompanied by a servant 
called zemmal. He is mounted on acamel car- 
tying four goat skins filled with water, and bar- 
ley for the horse, wheat flour for the rider, 
tome dates, a kettle in which to cook the food, 
afd everything which can possibly be required 
fur the repairing of the harness in case of acci- 
dent. The horseman wears a linen vest aud 
trousers, and covers his neck and ears witha 
light material called bavuli, which is tied with 
a stripof camel's hide. His feet are protected by 
sandals, and his legs by light gaiters, called tra- 
bag. He has neither gun nor pistol, his only 
weapon being a wild olive or tamarind sticx, 
five or six fect long, with a knob at ove ead. 

THE HUNT. 

Pefore stariiug off, the hunters asceriaia 
where a large number of ostriches are to be 
found. They are generally met with in places 
where there is a great deal of grass, and rain 
has recently fallen. The huuters commence 
their journey earlyinthe morning. Afterone 
or two days’ traveling, wheu they have arrived 
near tho desired spot and they begin to see 
traces of their game, they halt and camp. Afcer 
scitling, two intelligent sluyes are sent oust to 
reconnoiter. They carry a goat skin at their 
side and alittle bread. Tney walk on until 
they find the ostriches, which are generally 
elevated places, As svon as the game isin view, 
one lies down to watch and the other returns 
to convey tbe information to the camp. 

The birds are found in troops consisting often 
of as many as sixty. The horsemen, guided by 
the scout, travels cautiously toward the game. 
The nearer they approach the spot the greater 
is their caution, and when they reacd the iast 
bridge which hides them from the ostriches 
they dismount and creep forward to ascertain 
whether the birds are still there. If such is 
the case,a moderate quantity of water is given 
to the horses, and each min mounts again and 
proceeds. The servants and camels follow a 
little distance behind, carrying with them corn 
ard water. : 

The horsemen divide and forma circle round 


the ostriches at such a distance as not fu be- 


noticd by them. The servants halt when the 
horsemen separate, and as soon as they see thoir 
masters in pesition,they walk right beivre the 
prey. The ostriches flee, but are met by the 
buntere, who at first only drive them back into 
They are made to run around in 
ibe xing, and in this way their strength is ex- 
hausted, At the first sign of fatigue in the 
birds the horsemen dash in and the flock sep- 
arates, the exhausted birds open their wing3, 
which isa sign of great exhaustion, and the 
hunter, now feeling sure of his prey, selects his 
bird and runs it down and finishes it by a blow 
on the head with the olive stick, The moment 
the bird falls the man quickly dismounts and 
cuts its throat,taking care to hold the head 
at some distance from the body, $0 as not to soil 
ihe plumage. [tissaid the male bird utters 
lond means while dying, but the female digsin 
silence. 

When the ostrich is on the point of being 
taken by the hunter, if he does: not wish to 
kill it, he can eacily drive it with the stick to 
where the came! is, it isin such an exhausted 
condition. 

AYTER THE SPORT. 

After the bircs are bied to death they are 
caiefully skinned, so that the feathers may not 
become injured, and the skin is stretched upon 
a trce or a horse, aud salt is well rnbbed into ‘t. 
Then a fire is built and the fat of the bird is 
boiled for a love time. When it is very liquid 
it is poured into botiles made of the skin 
cf the thigh an leg, and strongly 
fastened at the bottom. The fat of one bird is 
generally sufficient to fill two of thesa cases, 
aud it is said the fat would spoil in any other 
vessel.. After the frying-ont process the flesh 
is prepared and eaten by the hunters, who dress 
it weli with pepper and flour. 

While all this is going on the horses are cire- 
fully tended, watered and fed with corg, and 
the party remains quiet fer forty-eight hours 
to rest the animals. After that they return to 
ihe camp or seek more game.

When the fifty theological students now 
studying the new system of memorizing begin 
preaching they will be able to remember every- 
thing from Genesis to Revelation, and talk two 
hours ona stretch without any sign of notes, if 
Professor Loizette’s method is as good as he Claims, 
At all events. he has built up a fortune by teaching 
it, andjhas been indorsed by some of the leadug 
men at Oxford University, F ugland. 

Prof. Harper, of the Thenlovical School, 
vestigated the matter. and says thatthe system is 
logical, philosophical oud practical, and has 
proved of great benefit to him in his studies, al- 
though he has masiered only one sixthof the 
course of study. The whole course is comprised ia 
six pamphlets, and the ordinary man can master it 
in about six weeks, giving an houra day toit.

THE MINE ON FIRE, 


Escape of the Pratt 
Workers. 

BIkrMINGHAM, Ala., April 8.—[Special.]—At 
six ociock this morninga fire broke out in 
the main shaft at the Pratt mines, and con- 
sumed the entire wooden casing and super- 
etructure of the shaft, together with a ware- 
house containing a large quantity of corn and 
oil. ‘The fire was caused by the overturning 
of a lightedlampinthe mine bya convict. 
Twenty-one men and thirty mules were at 
work in the mine, but made their escape by 
the slope, passing directly under the 
burbing shaft. A telephone mes- 
fage was sent to the city 
for he]p soon aftcr the fire started, and a fire 
eng>pe was sent out on a special train, which 
made therun of six miles in five minutes. 
With the aid of the engine the fire was pre. 
vented from getting a hold in-the mine and 
frcm spreading about the ground. The com- 
par y’s loss is estimated at $25,000, which is 
fully covered by insurance. The men at work 
in the mines had a narrow escape and probably 
owe their lives to the presence of mind of 
Mining Engineer L. W. Johns, Some of the 
mules brought out at the slope bad not seen 
Caylight before in five years. Several months 
wiil be required to repair the damage.

The Tenement House Fire in New York. 

New York, April 8-—Two hundred resi- 
dents of the tenement honse, No. 12 Essex 
street, were rendered homeless. Thirteon of 
them are in hospitals from burns received at 
the fire last night, and one girl, of ten years, 
is dead. The fire broke out in the cellar of 
a bakery below, and spread through the build- 


ing. Had there not been fire escape in front | 


and rear the loss of life would have been ap- 
pailing. Many of those taken to Bellevue hos- 
pital last night were more frightened than 
hurt. But two children and one aduit received 
probably fatel injuries.

It cannot surely be possible 
trat the great naval stores, cotton Yt ec, 
lumber weajth, agricultural riches and min32ral 
resources of the vast and inexhaustible 
commonwealth of Georgia are to have no 
show in the display about to be made of America’s 
greatness, in the first city inthe south. I am nota 
native of Georgia, but seven years of life in the 


beautiful city of Savannah so filled my head and | 


heart with admiration for: hat splendid state that 1 
canpot allow this of aaclrggreen J for exhibiting its 
greatness 10 pass without appealing to its people 
ihrougb you, their chosen head, to make at once 
an effort to evince in London Georgia’s unequaled 
superiority. 

Cappnet you induce the legislature to make an 
appropriation for an exhibiv? The state will obtain 
space without charge. 

But if the state declines to act, will not planters, 
miners, lumber merchants or railway companies 
take some action? If I possessed the capitai Geor- 
1 ia sbou)d have the finest display in the exhibi- 
tion, but al] I can dois to urge such as are able to 
act not to Jet the interests of such a state as Geor- 
gia go by default. Fifty dollars will pay for a 
hundred squere feet of-floor or wall space. The 
outlay would be small and the six months of ex- 
hibition would be a sure recompense.

Mr. R. T. Wilson, a wealthy binker of New MEN’, 


York, and the president of the Louisville, New | 
Orleans and Texas railroad, isin Atlanta. He 
bas just come from a visit to New Orle:ns, 
where he went to make investigations cou- 
cerning his road. 

Last night Mr. Wilson was seen by a repre- 
sentative of Tok CONSTITUTION, to whom he 
talked pleasantly and unreservedly. He began 
by seying that his presence in Atlanta at this 
time possessed no. significanco. “I am 
juet returning home. Have left 
my family at Thomasville. I 
was anxious to see my old Atlanta friends, 
cso I determined to spenda day here for that 
express pmrpose. I never passed a more de- 
lightful day in ail my life. Today I have met 
many of my warm friends whom I had not 
seen for many years. Of course it wag a great 
pleasure to see them, and they were eq! ually 
glad te meet me again.’ 

‘What are your impressions of the south ?” 

“IT must sey that during my trip I observed 
decided stens of progress and prosperity.
